GERMAN MORALE AT LOW POINT 
WAR ANALYST SAYS AS GREATEST 
MILITARY MACHINE NEAR DEATH 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE

German morale Is one of black- 


est desperation In tho face of a 
disaster which Is inevitable. 


And no wonder, for we are wit- 


nessing the death throes of a war 
machine which a little more than 
five years ago was the most pow- 
erful ever created—so overwhelming 
in Its strength that It almost en- 
slaved Europe. 


The relch presents a picture of 


a country in an advanced state of 
siege—and indeed It Is, with the 
Muscovites lunging at the Eastern 
gateways to Berlin, and the West- 
ern allies 'driving In agalnsj the 
Rhenish defenses. 


Civilians are fleeing from Upper 


Silesia and other border zones be- 
fore the Red forces. There's even 
an exodus from Berlin Itself—not 
surprising In view of the fact that 
officialdom is moving away to Mu- 
nich which has become the "cen- 
ter of resistance," 


German newspapers, as quoted 


by Swedish correspondents In Ber- 
lin, go to the extreme of declaring 
"panic Is sweeping tho nation from 
East to West." The press adds that 
tho "next eight days" may decide 
tho war. 


No explanation of what Is meant 


by the 'next eight days" Is offered, 
but It strikes mo that this Is clear 
enough. 
7t refers to Germany's 


problem of mustering strength for 
the last stand. Probably not oven 
the nazls know In this hour of 
confusion how much they can pro- 
duce to meet this crisis.

been one of his hobbies for years. 
"I thrice welcome you here 
by 


Introducing to you Mayor John 
C. Calhoun,'* Marks said. 


Mayor Calhoun stated that 
he 


was rained in the county and he 
added that many of the men who 
now live in Corsicana came from 
the country. "Our city is proud of 
the agricultural interests repres- 
ented here.
